Sentinels to land and sea, the Carolina coastline is dotted with historic 
forts and lighthouses. Fort Sumter, positioned at the entrance to 
Charleston Harbor, stood as a symbol of Union antagonism rather than 
protection. In the early morning hours of Hpril 12.1861. the two-day 
bombardment on Sumter began, marking the opening shots of the 
American Ciuil UJar. 

Morris Island Lighthouse is the siKth oldest station in the United States. 
Towering 181 feet, the lighthouse beam could be seen 19 miles out to 
sea. In 1881. the Confederate Army destroyed the original 18th-century 
structure. The lighthouse that presently stands on Morris Island was
